LABORERS' COUNTRY. 


There is not n State in the Union 


so inviting to the laborer as Cali- 
fornia. With all tho drawbacks, it 
is atill the best country for the 
working man. 
There are still mil- 


lions of acres of uncultivated land 
HS good as that which is now in 
tillage. 
The Tages of mechanics 


and day laborers, or hands upon the 
farm are higher than they are iu any 
other State, and are more promptly 
paid. 
Tho cost of living is com- 


paratively low. 
During the past 


season tho only idle class has been 
the one which really did not want 
work, or made such conditions, or 
were so unreliable that nobody 
wanted their services. 
. California inrites labor. Froe, in- 
telligent working men arc wanted. 
Just now there are thousands out of 
employment 
:in all the Eastern 


States. The pawn-broiers there ap- 
pear to be the only class -who are 
doing a prosperous business. While 
farmers in the Western .States can 
not get transportation for their crops, 
and frequently can not sell them for 
ready money at all or not enough to 
cover the cost of production. There 
are wheat ships enough now in the 
harbor Of San Francisco, and enough 
on the way here to carry off all the 
surplus produce of the country. It 
is true that wheat is cheap nnd so is 
oil other farm produce, but it is not 
so cheap that good men are prevent- 
ed from making a comfortable living 
at farming. 


Whatever evils there may be in 


Chinese immigration, and these are 
not to be overlooked, they are not so 
great as to make California less than 
the best country for working men in 
this world. It is a country full of 
promise and full of opportunities. 
The men who harrangue on street 
corners, tho loafers, bummers', hood- 
lums, and all the criminal class, will 
o/course tell a different story. There 
has*lv,'*y» been'agreat number of 
•dead-beats in this State: and these 
aro always berating the country. 
"They are waiting for a grand oppor- 
tunity to make a strike. In tl» 
meantime they are ready to strike 
Anybody for four-bits, or even two-

If he is good, for nothing here, set 
It down as a fact that he would be 
good for nothing any where else.

NEW TO-DAY.

AUornej-General TuU has at last 


issued his long-talked-of instructions to 
the United States Marshals as to their 
dnties in tho coming elections, which 
are that all citizens must be fully pro- 
tected at the registration lists and while 
voting, and also from any violence 
which may be threatened for having 
voted as they may deem proper, Special 
deputy-marshals are to be appointed 
only in cities of 20,000 and upward. In 
the diicharge of their duties, the mar- 
shals can call upon all citizens—civil- 
ians, military, or in whatever service, 
they may be,—and no stats law or offi- 
cers can impede them. 


A new street car in Paris is au im- 


provement over anything before known 
in the way of applying iteaui to single 
carriages. Tha Paris idea is to house up 
the locomotive like a short street car, 
with almost no smoke, and with nona of 
the frightful properties whiela prove so 
objectionable to horses. The locomotive 
looks like a car about ftve feet square, 
panelled and p«inted, and with almost 
an invisible smoke-stack. This appara- 
tus draws a car with a capacity of 40 
persona, about ten miles an hour; the 
train stops within five feet by the brake, 
turns a very sharp curvature, and can be 
ran at a cost for attendance and fuel of 
about S-l per day. 


Kow what can be made out of such a 


statement as this recently published by 
the Brooklyn Eagle: "In '62 Samuel 
Tilden voluntary lost his fortune, the 
accumulation of thirty years' profession- 
al work. 'That he sacrificed it for others

(17,183; for tie year 1834 he made no re- 
turns, bat was assessed for 515,000 by 
the Assessor. No record whatever ap- 
pears for 1863,1S65 cr subsequent years, 
nnd tha Commissioner has sent to the 
Collector r.t"New Tort to ascertain 
•.vhfther the records of that oiiice show 
anything further than for the two years 
for which ths tax \ros paid. Tilclen in 
spoken of ei residing at Ko. i. Union 
Square, but, as search for the hooks for
